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In the original and proper meaning of 
the word, a pot-hunter was a man whe 
hunted, not for the pure pleasure of 
sport, but in order to procure meat for 
his pot. and who, in his anxiety to pro 
vide for his wants, was not particular 
as to the way he bagged his game, says 
the London Globe. The word was thus 
an example of the uge of “the container 
for the thing contained,” for it was not 
the pot that was hunted, but the where- 
withal to fillit. The word has. however, 
acquired a much more genera! signifi 
cance, and has come to be used of all 
persons who make a practise of playing 
in sporting competitions where more 
or less sordid rewards are offered tor the 
winners. It need hardly be said that it 
is a term of opprobrium, and that the 
person so characterized is held to be 
animated by the «desire for prizes or 
cheap notoriety, or both, and not by the 


pre love of sport. 


But this free use of the word haa led: 


to» Its being somewhat misused, and the 
anrmteur who plays for “pots” ari minor 
championships must be careful how 
many he plays for, and under what con 
ditions, if he wishes to escape the sus- 
picion of pot-hunting the plaver who 
runs all over the United Kingdom and 
the continent, wherever there are open 
competitions, or who belongs to one or 
two clubs and plays, as some have been 
known to do, tor two monthly medals 
on «different greens on the same day, 1s 
in danger of being branded as a pot 
hunter, for it is pretty evident that

EDITORIAL 


Boston, Mass., cakes Kebruary 7, 1910. 


From the nation’s capital comes the report 
that Senator Stephenson of \Wisconsin, who 
is sometimes called a lumber king, 1s figura- 
tively snapping his fingers at the high cost of 
living, for in addition to the fortune he has 
accumulated in lumbering, and his salary of 
$7500 a year as United States senator, he 
is also the possessor of a prize Holstein cow 
which he keeps “down on the farm.” It is 
reported that this cow, during the last week, 
vave 600.13 pounds of milk, from which was made 26.26 pounds of 
the finest butter, which, at 42 cents a pound, the prevailing price in 
Washington, would add $11.03 to the senator’s cash account. [ven 
without the accumulated fortune and the senatorial salary, the 
average householder would feel pretty rich and independent did he 
own such a cow. 

Perhaps it has required just such an object lesson as has been 
presented by the present era of the high cost of living to make the 
people realize the true value of the cow and her kind, which supply 
the world with meat. milk, butter, cheese, cream, tallow, leather and 
other valuable conimodities. ‘The cow, universally deemed the most 
useful to man of all domestic animals, has played an important part 
in the history of the world. She has not only very largely fed and 
clothed a great portion of the human race, but she has drawn the 
plow and the cart and has been employed as a beast of burden. 
As a slight recognition of the esteem in which she 1s held because ot 
her service to man, the artists and the poets, 1t 1s sail, have put her 
kind into ‘their paintings and their poems more often, perhaps, than 
they have any other ammal. That the sculptor has more frequently 
portrayed the horse, instead, has been because the patient ox has 
stood as a symbol of peace rather than of war. Yet the ox 1s by no 
means a “mollycoddle” among the beasts ot the field, for we are told 
that he was formerly trained by the Hottentots of Africa to aid them 
olben, in lis narrative relating to the Cape of 
Good Hope, written in 1705, gives an interesting description of these
